It was a place of unholy 
associations, such as: (1) Meeting 
strange people, (2) Putting on your 
best clothes. (3) Speaking a piece,

You'll get a thrashing if you play 
m the parlor, (6) Meeting strange 
people, (7) Putting on your host 
clothes — and here the list brings 
us back to thc place where we 
came in.

The aver- 
age householder found he had about 
as much practical use for a parlor 
as for an appendix.

origin of the parlor. ' I guessed it 
was the middle-class-man's eouiv- 
alent of the ronms-of-stnte which 
tho feudal nobililv maintained in 
old-tune castles.

your deductions. They may save 
you money in filing your 
1948 in- 
come tax return. 


You can deduct many expenses 


from your income before what's 
left is taxable. Some income, tax- 
exempt, doesn't have to be report- 
ed at all. 


Remember: the law on deduc- 


tions is a bit different from the last 
time you filed a return. Congress 
made changes in it during 1948. 


Because deductions are so im- 


portant, this story, and tomorrow's 
llth in a 12-story series, will deal 
with thorn. 


Some of the points on deductions, 


mentioned in other stories in this 
series, will be rounded up 
and 
repeated today. 


The size of your deductions will 


be decided for you the kind of in- 
come tax return to use. 


There's no problem if your in- 


come was less than $5,000 and your 
deductions were not more than 10 
pc-r cent of your income. 


You'd use form 1040A or the 
040 short-form where you 
don't 


lave to itemize or even mention 
your deductions. 


When you use either of those 
two forms you get, automatically 
and without asking, a deduction of 
10 per cent. It's already allowed 
'or in 
the tax 
table used both 


forms to figure out a person's tax. 


If your income was 
less 
than 


$5,000 but your deductions 
were 


more than 10 per cent, you'll have 
to itemize them but you can claim 
them. 


If your income was 
$5.000 or 
mors. the size of your deductions 
have nothing to do with the kind 
of form you use. You have 
no 


choice. You must use the 1040 long- 
form. 


But—this is where the changes 


in the law begin to show. Congress 
laid down different rules on de- 
ductions for tax payers with $5,000 
or more income who are single and 
for those who are married. 


A single taxpayer in this group 


is allowed standard, automatic de- 
duction of 10 per cent of his income 
up to a limit of $1,000 in deduc- 
tions. 


He just takes the 10 per cent. 


He doesn't have to itemize any- 
thing unless his deductions exceed 
1C per cent. Example: 


Adam's income was $5,500. 
He 
takes, without itemizing, a stand- 
ard 10 per-cent reduction, or $440 
Jones' income 
was 
$1,000. 
He 


takes the limit 10 per cent deduc- 
tion allowed, or SI,000. Smith's in 
come was over $10,000—say $10,500 
or $30.000—but he claims without 
itemizin7 only $1,000. 


It's different 
with 
a 
married 


couple whose income is $5,000 or 
more. 


Tf thev file a joint return, even 


though the wife had no income, 
thpy 
(?et a standard deduction— 
lust like the unmarried man—of 
10 per cent up to a limit of $1,000 
with itemizing. 


But—if one of them files separ- 
ately, there's a flat limit of only 
$500 in deductions on the 
return 


fil^d. Example: 


Jones had 88,000 income, his wife 


had none. They file jointly. They 
get a standard 10 per cent deduc- 
tion of $800, without itemizing. 


But take the same Jones, with 
the same $8.000, and 
the 
same 


wile who had no income. He alone 
files a return. His wife fails to file 
jointly with him. 


Then his standard deduction is 
onlv $500. The 
couple 
has 
lost 


money. If deductions were actual- 
ly more than $500, he will have to 
itemize them all to prove them. 


This may seem unfair to mar- 
ried couples, giving single people 
a break over them. Congress did 
it that way to even things up a bit: 


Under the new law married cou- 
ples, filing jointly, get a break un-, 
married taxpayers don't get. For, 
by filing jointly, married couples 
can "split" their income to get a 
lower tax. as if each were claim- 
ing half the total income.

Chambers, who is known as the 
"red vicar" of 
Carbrooke, 
Nol- 


folk, 
England, arrived March 2 


and attended the trial briefly as a 
self-styled 
•'independent 
obser- 


ver." He heard the testimony of 
one witness and the final pleas of 
some of the defense lawyers and 
prosecutors. He was not in court 
when the dofedants testified.

fessions in court and begged for 
mercy before they were convicted
